Almost a Fatal Affray.

He was 
then told to go on out, and finally went 
on the pavement, but continued his 
abuse, when Thomas picked up a "bung 
spring," (a hickory mallet with a springy 
handle, for springing bungs out of bar- 
rels,) and struck him over the head with 
it with great violence three or four times 
-the last lick cracking the skull behind 
the left ear and felling him to the pave- 
ent. 

McKimey arose with but liule assist- 
ice and walked home alone, streaming 
the blood to the pavement at every step. 

md Howard were called in, and 
several pieces ot skull bone were raised 
from the brain and taken out, leaving a 
bile the size of a half dollar. The wound, 
though a dangerous one, is not necessarily 
fatal one. and McKimey having a pow- 
erful physique and constitution, may sur- 
vive it.

The latter 
afterwards sold out his business, and remov- 
ing to Newburgh, V V.. erected ■ hrewerv.

In his 17th year he entered as an ap- 
prentice to the COach-making business. 
Here he remained iiniM he was of age, and 
had thoroughly learned the business. After 
arriving at age, and w orking in Hempstead, 
Long Island, at the manufacture of a ma- 
chine for shearing cloth, he saved enough 
money out of his wages to buy the right of 
the State of New Yuri, for the machine and 
commenced its manufacture. He subse- 
quently engaged in the grocery 
business. Afterwards lie began the manu- 
facture of glue, oil. whiting, prepared chalk 
and isinglass, which business he subsequent- 
ly removed to Brooklyn where the business 
has been continued until the present time, 
and is now in successful operation. In 1828 
he purchased 3,000 acres of land within the 
now cor uprated limits of Baltimore, Mary- 
land, haying therefor -S105.000, and on a 
portion of this property erected the Conton 
Ironworks. Here he built the first loco- 
motive ever constructed in America. He 
afterwa- ds founded the Trenton Iron Works, 
where the lirst iron beams, now so much 
used hi fire-proof buildings, were rolled. He 
was one of the earSM ami most active pro- 
moters of the Atlantic telegraph. About 
1850 he resolved to devote a considerable 
portion of his ample fortune to public use. 
For this purpose, ho erected the large build- 
ing in New York known us the Cooper 
Union. This will be his most enduring 
monument, and has been and will continue 
to be a blessing to thousands of both sexes. 
It is designed lor the working classes. In a 
conversation a short time ago Ml. Cooper 
said that the expressions of gratitude wliii h 
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inently practical 
ana sucoessuu in an pursuits of life. He 
lived to sec the lull fruition of his philan- 
thropic plans, and his memory will long be 
revered by thousands who have benelited by 
his noble generosity.

— For Cleaning Black: Take one 0' 
of extract of logwood, dissolve iri a little 
boiling water, strain it and have ready a 
pail or kettle two- thirds full of boiling 
water, pour in the extract and add a 
large tablespoonful each of soft soap and 
washing soda, and stir all together, then 
put in your goods, and keepstirring them 
for ten or fifteen minutes, then take them 
out and rinse them up and down in a tub 
of water a few times, hang out, and iron 
on wrong side when about half dry. Do 
not wring them. A snutt'-colored brown 
will be a seal-brown. This is only for 
cleansing rustv black. — The Household. 

— Kice Cream : Boil two ounces of fine 
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Hub the rice through a sieve to a pulp 
and add to it anv milk absorbed in the 
boiling; one-half ounce of gelatine to a 
pint of the rice and milk. The gelatine 
can be soaked or dissolved either in milk 
or water. Stir over the fire until mixed, 
sweeten and fkvor to taste. Stir the 
cream occasionally until cold, then light- 
ly mix in the whites of two eggs beaten 
to a strong froth. When on the point of 
eetting, put it in a mould. A tablespoon- 
ful of brandy is an improvement.— Boston 
Tramcript. 

Farm Implements. 

For long ages the cultivation of the 
soil was the rude work of servants and 
slaves. It is interesting to trace the his- 
tory of farm implements from the time 
the plow was only a crooked stick to the 
present. Many men of skill in mechanics 
were among the first settlers of America; 
and although compelled at the outset to 
look alone to the soil for subsistence, they 
soon began to make for themselves the 
useful articles of clothing and furniture 
needed in their plain homes, and to build 
ships for bringing comforts and luxuries 
from the old country and carrying agri- 
cultural products with which to pay for 
the imported goods. One of the earliest 
patents of husbandry was one for making 
scythes by welding a back of iron to the 
cutting edge of steel, a form which is 
practically unchanged. The Amea 
shovel was also an early invention which 
has retained its form and general charac- 
ter. The plow began to be improved 
early in the present century. Jethro 
Wood, in 1819, invented an iron plow in 
parts, which drove all the older patterns 
out of use; but Thomas Jefferson was the 
maker of the first plow that was ever 
constructed on mechanical principles, a 
combination of ten wedges acting in dif- 
ferent directions. The next introduction 
may be steam and electricity for motive 
power in tillage, and this would necessi- 
tate still further improvements for lifting 
and pulverizing the soil freely for seed at 
one operation. The disc harrows are a 
useful invention and have proved a great 
blessing to the farmer. The reaper and 
mower was invented in 1828, but 
was slow coming into use till improved. 
At first it was a heavy, cumber- 
some thing, differing from the 
present machine as much as the present 
plow diners from the old wooden mold 
ooard, but the invention was destined to 
lay the scythe, the sickle and the cradle 
in the shade forever. There were 170,000 
reapers made last year. Of all agricultu- 
ral implements yet invented, and the one 
that is destined to do the most good, in 
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ig reaper. 



certainly a perfect agricultural 
implement, and with it the straw can all 
be saved ; by its use harvesting has been 
rendered a mere pastime for the farmer. 
What we now wish to see is a one-horse 
machine that will be cheap and suitable 
for the small farmer. The cotton-gin has 
worked a revolution in the culture and 
manufacture of cotton, changing the 
amount of a day's work for a man fron 
a few pounds to a thousand pounds. Th< 
improvements in dairy implements have 
also kept pace with the improvements of 
other branches of farm industry. The 
corn huskers have also proved a great 
help to agriculturists in the corn belt; 
4">,000 of them were made last year. 
Another valuable invention is the ma- 
nure spreader. The sowing machine is 
an invention ■ of importance, and has 
baved the husbandman trom one of the 
most laborious of his tasks. Let us con- 
trast the farm operations of to-day with 
those of but twenty years ago, and note 
the wide difference. Then plowing, sow- 
ing, reaping, mowing and harvesting 
were all done by hand and with great ex- 
ertion. Now the farmer sits upon an 
easv seat and plows, harrows, sows, reaps 
and" cultivates, and in one day with his 
machine and team he accomplishes more 
than many hands could have accoin 
plished a few years ago. If the manual 
labor could be performed years ago with- 
out machinery, why cannot the farmer 
of to-day do his work with his improved 
machinery and lind time for recreation, 
study and self-improvement? The uaeof 
modern agricultural machinery and im- 
plements has given us the opportunity to. 
accomplish that which has put a nation 
Ih the front ranks of civilization.— San 
Francisco Chronicle. 



■eat for the Poor. 

It will perhaps surprise some people 
to hear that there are still agricultural 
■villages where the laborers do not taste 
"a bite of butcher's meat" from one 
year's end to another. One such village 
is High Boding, in Essex, if one may 
judge from an interesting letter in last 
week's Guardian. It is commonly sup- 
posed that by the time beef-tea has been 
made out of a piece of meat all the 
"goodness" has gone, and the residue is 
generally sold by the London hospitals 
at a ridiculously low price to feed pigs. 
In fact, however, the extraction of the 
beef-tea onlyremoves such of the "good- 
ness" as is soluable in water, and the 
residue, although "insipid and not 
remarkably digestible," is still "really 
nutritious." Most people, by the way, 
have probably eaten something of the 
kind to their cost in the shape of the 
bouilli, which is a standing dish at small 
French inns. However, this residue of 



fho vicar has 
consignments of it from some of the 
hospitals, and it is eagerly bought by 
villages at a price sufficient to repay 
the prime charge and the cost of car- 
riage. What projjortion of our agricul- 
tural population, one wonders, would be 
equally glad to get this husk of meat 
which has hitherto been feeding the 
pigs ?— Pall Mall Gazette.
